Foss. It says fuel consumption ha* su rp as se d an y 
war ti me peak 
with the biggest j um p in use of 
nat ur al gas. 
Mr. Foss cited thp development of Diesel lo­ 
comotive* as one of the factors in the growing 
use of pe 'r o le u m Instead of coal 
As of now. he 
said, soft coal fu rnishes only about two-thirds of 
th e power gen erated bv railroads, co m pa re d with 
a b ou t four-fifths in 1939.

►In seven Pacific area states, a 
40-day shooting session or split 17- 
day season. 
From two to ten ducks and geese 
m ay be bagged in hunting seasons! 
ranging from Sept. I to Jan. 31 ac-1 
cording to locality.

hibit hunters from luring fowl with 
bait, live ducks or goose decoy.
